Down 
with the Chinese! are in some direc- 
tions the popular cries, all of which 
vociferations I will drown out by the 
full organ of my text, while I pull out 
the stops and put my foot on the pedal 
that will open the loudest pipes, and 
run my fingers over all the four banks 
of ivory keys, playing the chant, “God 
hath made of one blood all nations.’ 

There are not five men in this audi- 
ence, nor five men in any audience to- 
day in America, except it be on an 
Indian reservation, who were not de- 
scended from foreigners if you go far 
enough back. The only native Ameri- 
cans are the Modocs, the Shawnees, 
the Chippewas, the Cherokees, the 
Chickasaws, the Seminoles and such 
like. If the principle America only 
for Americans carried out then you 
and I have no right to be here, and we 
had better charter all the steamers and 
clippers and men-of-war and yachts 
and sloops and get out of this country 
as quick as possible. The Pilgrim 
apa were all immigrants, the 

uguenots all immigrants. The cra- 
dle of most evéry one of our families 
was rocked on the bank of the Clyde, 
or the Rhine, or the Shannon, or the 


Seine, or the Tiber. Had the watch- pe 


word America for Americans“ been 
an early and successful cry, where now 
stand our cities would have 
stood Indian wigwams, and ca- 
noes instead of steamers would have 
tracked the Hudson and the Connecti- 
cut; and instead of the Mississippi 
being the main artery of the continent. 
it would have been only a trough for 
deer and antelope and wild pigeons to 
drink out of. hat makes the cry of 
America for Americans“ the more ab- 
surd and the more inhuman is that 
some in this coun who themselves 
arrived here in their boyhood or ar- 
rived here only one or two generations 
back are joining in the cry. Escaped 
from foreign despotisms them- 
selves, they say, Shut the door 
of escape for others!“ Get- 
ting themselves on our shores, 
in a hfeboat from the shipwreck say- 
ing, baul the boat on the beach and let 
the rest of the passengers go to the 
bottom! Men who have yet on them a 
Scotch or German or English or Irish 
brogue cry out America for Ameri- 
cans! Whatif the native inhabitants 
of heaven, I mean the angels, the cher- 
ubim, the seraphim born there, should 
stand in the gate and when they see us 
coming up at the last should say:; Go 
back! Heaven for the Heavenians!”’ 
WHERE THE ABSURDITY is UNJUST. 
Of course we do well not to allow 
foreign nations to make this country a 
convict colony. We would have a wall 
built as high as heaven and as deep as 
hell against forei thieves, pick- 
ete and Anarchists. We would 
-not let them wipe their feet on the map 
ok the outside door ot Castle Garden. 
If England or Russia or Germany or 
France send here their desperadoes to 
t clear of them, we would have these 
esperadoes sent back in chains to the 
places where theycame from. We will 
not have America become the dumping 
» Place for foreign vagabondism. But 
won build up a wall at the Narrows be- 
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fore New York Harbor, or at the 
Golden Gate before San Francisco, and 
forbid the coming of the industrious 
and hard working and honest popula- 
tions of other lands who Want to 
breathe the air of our free institutions 
and get opportunity for better liveli- 
, and it is only a question of time 
when God will tumble that wall flat on 
our own heads with the red-hot 
thunderbolts of his omnipotent 
indignation. You are a _ father 
and you have flye children. 
The parlor is the best room in your 
house. Your son Philip says to the 
other four children: Now, John, you 
live in the smal! room in the end of the 
hal and stay there; George, you live 
in the garret and stay there; Mary, 
ou live in the cellar and stay there; 
annie, you live in the kitchen and 
hay there. I, Philip, will take the 
parlor. It suits me exactly. I like 
the pictures on the wall. like the 
lambrequins at the windows. I like 
the Axminster on the floor. Now, I, 
Philip, propose to occupy this 
parlor and I command you to 
oe out. The parlor only for 
Philipians.’’ You, the father, hear of 
this arrangement, and what will you 
do? You will get red in the face and 
say: John, come out of that small 
room at the end of the hall; George, 
come down out of the t: Mary, 
come up from the cellar; Fannie, come 
out of the kitchen and go into the par- 
or or anywhere you choose; and 
Philip, for your greedinessand unbroth- 
erly behavior, I put you for two 
hours in the dark closet under the 
stairs. God is the Father of the hu- 
man race, He has at least five sons— 
a North American, a South American, 
a European, an Asiaticandan African. 
The North American sniffs the breeze 
and says he has four brothers and 
sisters: Let the South American stay 
in South America, let the European 
stay in Europe, let the Asiatic stay in 
Asia, let tke African stay in Africa, 
but Americais forme. I think it is 
the parlor of the whole earth. I like 
its carpets of grass and its upholstery 
of the front window, namely the 
American sunrise, and the u holstery 
of the back window, namely the Amer- 
ican sunset. Now,I want you all to 
stay out and keep to your places.“ I 
am sure the Father of the whole 
human race would hear of it and chas- 
tisement would come, and, whether 
by earthquake or flood or drouth, 
or heaven darkening swarms of locust 
and grasshopper, or destroying angel 
of pestilence, God would rebuke our 
selfishness as a nation and say to the 
four winds of heaven: “This world is 
my house and the North American is 
no more my child than is the South 
American and the European and the 
Asiatic and the African. And I built 
this world for all the children, and the 
arlor is theirs and all is theirs.“ For, 
et me say, whether we will or not, the 
ee of other lands will come 
ere. There are harbors all the way 
from Baffin’s Bay to Galveston, and if 
you shut fifty gates there will be 
other gates unguarded. And if you 
forbid foreigners from coming on the 
steamers they will take sailing vessels. 
And if you forbid them coming on sail- 
ing vessels they will come in boats. 
And if you will not let them come in 
boats they will come on rafts. And if 
you will not allow wharfage to the raft 
— will leave it outside Sandy Hook 
and swim for free America. Stop 
them? You might as well pass a law 
forbidding a swarm of summer bees 
from alighting on the clover tops, or 
pass a law forbidding the tides of the 
Atlantic to rise when the moon puts 
under it silver grappling-hooks, ora 
law that the noonday sun should not ir- 
radiate the atmosphere. They have 
come. They are coming now. They 
WIIl come. And if I hada voice loud 
enough to be heard across the seas, I 
would put it to the utmost tension and 
: Let them come! You stingy, 
selfish, shriveled up, blasted souls who 
sit before your silver dinner-plate 
iled up with the breast of roast turkey 
nearnadined with cranberry, your 
fork full and your mouth full, and 
cramming down the superabundance 
till your digestive organs are terror- 
ized, let the millions of your fellow- 
men have at least the wishing bone. 
AMERICA HAS ENOUGH ROOM FOR ALL. 
But some of this cry, America for the 
Americans, may arise from an honest 
fear lest this land be overcrowded. 
Such persons had better take the 
Northern Pacific or Union Pacific or 
Southern Pacific, or A tlantic and Cha- 
lotte Airline or Tex as and Santa F. 


and go a long journey and find out that 


no more than a tenth part of this con- 
tinent is fully cultivated. If a man 
with a hundred acres of farm land 
should put all his cultivation on one 
acre, he would be cultivating a larger 
ratio of his farm than our nation is 
now ‘are of the national farm. 
Pour the whole human race—Europe, 
Asia, Africa and all the islands of the 
sea—into America, and there would 
be room to spare. All the Rocky 
Mountain barrennesses and all the other 
American deserts are to be fertilized, 
and as Salt Lake City and much of 
Utah once yielded not a blade of grass 
now by artificial irrigation have be- 
come gardens, so a large part of this 
continent, that now is too poor to grow 
even a mullien staik or a Canada 
thistle, will, through artificial irriga- 
tion, like an Llinois prairie wave with 
wheat or like a Wisconsin farm rustle 
with corn tassels. Beside this, after 
rhaps a century or two more, when 
this continent is quite well occupied, 
the tides of immigration will turn the 
other way. Politics and government 
affairs being corrected on the other 
side of the waters, Ireland under 
different regulation turned into a 
garden will invite back another gener- 
ation of Irishmen, and the wide wastes 
of Russia — from under despot- 
ism will, with her own green fields, in- 
vite back another generation of Rus- 
sians. And there will be hundreds of 
thousands of Americans every year 
settling on the other continents. And 
after a number of ceuturies, all the 
earth full and crowded, what then? 
Well, at that time some night a 
go meteor wandering through the 
eavens will put its paw on our world 
and stop it, and putting its panther 
tooth into the neck of 
range will shake it lifeless as the rat- 
terrier a rat. Sol have no more fear 
of America being overerowded than 
that the porpoises in the Atlantic 
Ocean will become so numerous as to 
stop shipping. 
THE ADVANTAGES OF THE INFLUX 
OF NATIONS. 

It is through mighty addition of for- 
eign population to our native popula- 
tion that I think God is going to fill 
this land with a race of people 95 per 
cent. superiér to anytning the world 
has ever seen. Intermarrirge of fami- 
lies and intermarriage of nations is 
depressing and se, Marriage 
outside of one's own nationality and 
with another style of nationality is a 
mighty gain, hat makes the Scotch- 
Irish second to no pedigree for brain 
and stamina of aracter, so that 
blood goes right up to Supreme Court 
bench and to front rank in jurispru- 
dence and merchandise and art? Be- 
cause nothing under heaven can be 
more unlike than a Scotchman and an

the attention of the world Hirsch, the 
Jew, who, after giving $10,000,000 to 
Christian churches and hospitals, has 
called a committee of nations and fur- 
nished it with $40,000,000 for schools 
to elevate his race in France and Ger- 
many and Russia to higher intelligence 
and abolish, as he says, the prejadice 
against their race, these $50,000,000 
not given in a last will and testament, 
and at a time when a man must leave 


his money anyhow, but by donation at 


55 years of age and in good health, 
utterly eclipsin all nevolence 
since the world was created. 
must confess there was a time when I 
entertained race prejudice, but, thanks 
to God, that prejudice has gone, and if

And how shall Ameri- 
cabs ever pay your native land for what 
Thomas Chalmers and Macintosh and 


and Robert McCheyne and Candlish 
and Guthrie have done for Americans? 
Are you a Frenchman? We cannot 
forget your Lafayette, who in the moat 
desperate time of our American reyo- 
lution, New York surrendered and our 
armies flying in retreat, espoused our 
cause, and at Brandywine and Mon- 
mouth and Yorktown and put all Amer- 
ica under eternal obligation. 
cannot forget the conting tothe rescue 
of our fathers Rochambeau and his 
French fleet with six thousand armed 
men. Are you a German? We have 
not forgotten the eleven wounds through 


which your Baron De Kalb poured out 


his life blood at the head of the Mary- 
land and Delaware troops in the dis- 
astrous battle at Camden, and after we 
have named our streets and our cities 
and our counties after him we have not 
paid a tithe of what we owe German 
for his valor and self-sacrifice. An 
what about Martin Luther, the giant 
German -who made way for religious 
liberty for all lands and ages? Are 
you Polanders? How can we forget 
de brilliant Count Pulaski, whose 
nes were laid in Savannah River 
after a mortal wound gotten while in 
the stirrups of one of the flercest cav- 
alry charges of the American revolu- 
tion? But with no time to particularize 1 
say. All hail to the men and women

Renounce all obligation 
to foreign despots. Take the oath of 
American allegiance. Get. out your 
naturalization papers.

Ifyou don’t like them, there 
are steamers going out of our ports al- 
most every day, and the fare is cheap, 
and, lest you should be detained for 
ng civilities, 1 bid you good- 
But, if you like it 

then I charge you, at the

outand out Americans. Do not try to 
establish here the loose foreign Sab- 
baths, or transcendentalism spun into 
areligion of mush and moonshine, or 
foreign libertinism, or that condensa- 
tion of all thievery, scoundrelism, lust, 
murder and perdition which in Russia, 
is called nihilism, and in France called 
communism, and America called 
anarchism.

THe Twenty-eighth Legislature of 
New Mexico, which has just ad- 
journed, appears to have made as bad 
a record for itself as did the Thirteeth 
Arizona Legislature, of far from 
blessed memory. The people of New 
Mexico complain that their late Leg- 
islature passed all the bad bills which 
came before it and squelched all the 
good ones. It would be a dangerous 
experiment to grant Statehood to 
either New Mexico or Arizona at pres- 
ent. 


THE Alhambra paper complains that 
a large fruit-packing house, which is 
engaged in buying and shipping or- 
anges in that place, employs a number 
of Chinamen, while many white men 
areon the brink of starvation, and 
willing to work at almost any price to 
keep the wolf from the door. This is 
not by any means an isolated case. It 
is all too common in this State, espe- 


cially among our wealthy horticultur- 


ists, who will often give the preference 
to Chinamen over white men, even at 
equal wages. We cannot hope for a 
prosperous, thriving State as long as 
this condition of affairs prevails. 
With large fruit ranches, cultivated 
by Chinamen, California would be as 
\hackward as the Southern States. 
Southern California contains today 
thousands of honest, industrious, un- 
employed men, and yet a number of 
our wealthy fruit-growers recently ex- 
pressed fears as to the harvesting of 
their crops, unless they could get 
Chinamen. This should not be. Give 
the white men a chance. :

An intelligent and wealthy land- 
owner, in the neighborhood of Los 
Angeles, who cultivates his land and 
carefully studies local agricultural 
problems, from the preparation of the 
soil to the marketing of the crop, 
writes us in regard to the market for 
produce in this city. This corre- 
spondent claims that the Los Angeles 
commission houses cinch the farmers 
as regards prices paid for produce. 
There is, he says, too much fluctua- 
tion altogether. When Los Angeles 
county potatoes come to market, the 
producers get nothing for them, if 
there is one sack more than enough 
for the day; then, in a few weeks, the 
commission houses are sending north 
or east for them, when up they go. In 
1888 about 12,000 sacks of potatoes 
were shipped away from Los Angeles 
by the Southern Pacific, while a much 
larger quantity was imported. When 
the Los Angeles crop comes in the 
price drops so low that the com- 
mission men can ship them away. 
Soon afterward they invariably go up, 
and go up so high that the same pota- 
toes, which have been shipped away, 
might be shipped back at a profit. As 
a consequence of this abnormal state 
of affairs, our farmers do not get their 
share of the money paid for potatoes by 
the people, and are of course discour- 


Itis the same with other produce. 
The market here is too easily over- 
stocked with produce that is not 
strictly perishable. There would be 
some excuse for a market overstocked 
with tender vegetables, but potatoes 
and similar produce will keep well for 
months. Why, then, do the farmers 
not keep it? Because—answers ‘our 
correspondent—they must have money. 
There are, he says, no strictly commis- 
sion houses in Los Angeles. They are 
all dealers and speculators. It pleases 
them as well to sell San Francisco or 
Kansas produce as that of Los Ange- 
les county. A farmer coming to town 
with a load of potatoes has to sell it or 
haul it home at night. If three or 


four farmers come in on the same day, | 


it is meat“ for the dealers, and then 
good-by, prices! There is no place 


where the farmer can leave his. 


‘““spuds”’ to be sold on commission, and 
where he can draw a little money on 
them in advance. 


This is a most unfortunate state of 
affairs,.as of course it tends to dis- 
courage what we most need in this 
section—the raising of produce, for 
which we are sending away. To in- 
duce men to cultivate the soil, we 
must insure them a tolerably fair and 
constant market for their produce. 
We are always pointing to the large 
amounts of produce imported into Los 
Angeles; to the high prices realized 
therefor; and to our idle acres of fer- 
tile land, in order to draw therefrom 
the moral of a “‘little land well tilled” 
making the owner comfortable and 
happy, supplying his family with all 
the necessarjes and some of the lux- 
uries of life; but it too often happens 
that, when the small farmer follows 
our advice and, after six months’ 
steady work, brings his load of pro- 
duce into town to exchange for cash, 
in order to purchase things of which 
he has deprived himself, he runs up 
against such a snag as our correspond- 
ent has pictured, is forced to sacrifice 
his load for a song, and goes home a 
disheartened man, only to read in the 
market reports next week that pro- 
duce such as he brought in is now 
scarce and in demand at a high price. 

To change this condition of things 
is the interest, not only of our farm- 
ers, but of all who desire the prosper- 
ity of Los Angeles. The commission 
men, so called, are not responsible. 
As our correspondent remarks, the 
condition is forced upon them, as it is 
upon the farmers. They are not 
obliged, or able, to buy up all the pro- 
duce raised here, at a fair average 
price. There must be, however, some 
way out of the difficulty. It is, of 
course, useless to expect the Board of 
Trade to act in a manner in which a 
majority of the members are directly 
interested in sustaining the present 
system. What the producers should 
do, in our opinion, is to coéperate and 
organize a  grangers’ commis- 
sion house. The capital neces- 
sary would be very moderate. 
The benefits of codperation among the 
tillers of the soil may be seen in the 
work of the green and dried fruit 
unions up north, and in the late Or- 
ange Growers’ Protective Association, 
of this city. Our agriculturists in this 
section are more than usually intelli- 
gent men, who should find no difficulty 
in overcoming the present difficulty in 
regard to a market for their produce. 
It is highly important that something 
should be done before long. It is hard 
enough now to get producers to come 
here, on account of the “high-priced 
land“ bugaboo. If we are to add to 
this a variable and uncertain market, 
our task of inducing settlers to abide 
with us will be almost hopeless. 

We shall be pleased to hear from 
any of our readers who have practical 
suggestions to offer on this subject.

SURPLUS DRIED FRUIT. 


Practical Ideas from a Pomona Oor- 
respondent, 

Pomona, March 2.—-[Correspond- 
ence of THE TIuESs.] There is scarcely 
a home throughout our rural district 
but even at this late day has stored 
away in barrels, boxes or chests dried 
fruits of some quality. Much of this 
fruit is well cured, and an honor to 
the producer as well as the dryer, yet, 
even for the best, there is in many 
localities little or no sale. 

The best pared peaches and apricots 
stare at a paltry price ranging from 
5 to 15 cents per pound, or refusin 
aoe figures, are left on the producers 

ands. 

It is no easy task to prepare dried 
fruit for market, not to mention the 
necessary labor of growing it. But 
for all this, we are constantly heari 
complaints because of a sluggis 
market, or a lack of buyers to pick u 
the smaller quantities of dried fruit, 
thus relieving the truly deserving. 
ranchers. 

We can hardly force buyers before 
the people, nor can we blame com- 
mission merchants for not reaching 
the more rural districts, when, un- 
doubtedly, they are already handlin 
all their means will allow, but we do 
blame ranchers for allowi fruit to 
become old or to lie upon their lands 
the year, when a little painstakin 
and exertion will return them at le 
a fair price for their labor. 

All industries need the protection 
and equalization of the parties inter- 
ested. Skilled and professional labor- 
ers have felt this need, and so far as. 
possible have placed a protection 
about their various industries, thus 
28 an example the rancher would 
do well to follow, instead of staking, 
his fortunes wholly upon what a local.

Dried peaches, pared, have 
an average retail throughout the north 
and center of a price ranging between 
20 and 30 cents, while apricots and 
nectarines have an excess of 5 to 10 
cents per pound. Taking the lowest 
prices for the two fruits, namely, 20 
and 25 cents, our car will bring us a 
gross of 85000 for apricots, or $4000 for 
peaches. Any reliable commission 
merchant (and Chicago is well sup- 
plied) will handle these products for a 
commission of 5 percent. Deducting 
$280 for car freight, $3200 commission 
on peaches, or $250 for apricots, and 
$200 for handling and boxing, which 
is an excess of the real cost, we have a 


peaches, and 21} cents 
apricots. : 
Now itis easy to figure one’s self 
into prices and even fortunes, 
but these situations are not exagger- 
ated; instead, a reality will exceed 
these figures. 
I have selected Chicago as a ship- 
ping center, because no city has been 
so ready to receive or more apprecia- 
tive of our produce, nor have we a city 
that distributes fruit over so expan- 
sive a nearly fruitless territory. 
Certainly these figures will not ex- 
tend to worm-eaten fruit or fruit dis- 
colored with dust and dampness, or 
with an injured flavor, because of be- 
ing cured upon bare boards; such fruit 
is quite as salable at home as any- 
where. I speak of clean, well-cured 
fruit, free from dust and acked in 
boxes containing from 20 to 30 ponnds, 
which have been previously covered 
with paper, to preserve’ the flavor of 
the fruit. Fruit in this condition is 
easily handled, and in a far better 
condition for retailers—an object 
which should ever be before the 
minds of shippers. We cannot 
be too careful in curing our fruits, nor 
too painstaking in making them as 
attractive as possible to the eye of the 
eastern tradesman, for on these con- 
ditions hang our suceess and our 
rices. To say that our deciduous 
roducts will not purchase the land 
at grows them, is to say that ant 
have ceased eating and ceased living.

DISGRACEFUL EPISODE, | 


Riddleberger Taken from the Senate 
Ohamber Beastly Drunk. 
WASHINGTON, March 3.—] By the Associ- 
ated Press.] There was intense excitement 
on the floor and in the galleries of the Sen- 
ate tonight, when President pro tem. Ingalls 
ordered the arrest of Senator Riddleberger. 
The condition of the Virginia Senator was 
bad, from a total abstinence point of 
ew, as it has at any time during his 
official life. As eant-at-Arms Canada 
approached and took hold of Riddlebe 5 
coat lapel, the Senator gresped his seat with 
one hand, and a struggle seemed imminent. 
At this moment Mr. N one of Col. Cana- 
day’s deputies, seized Riddleberger's hand 
and arm, and, Riddieberger’s grip being 
loosened, Canaday put an arm around the 
Senator’s body and half-carried, half- ed 
him into the cloak-room, the door being but 
a few feet distant. He was kept there 
under guard of one of the deputy sergeants- 
at-arms, while his various associates en- 
deavored to calm him and t him into a 
reasonable frame of mind. time the 
business of the Senate and 
gradually the usual condition and appear- 
ance of things reasserted themselves, and 
the disgraceful episode was over for the 
present. 
Riddleberger finally quieted down, and 
after about a quarter of an hour left the
